Continuation of 1 1 . Applicant's arguments on page 9 of the remarl^s, filed October 29 2007 with regards to claims 46-48, 50-53, 56, and 
57, are not persuasive as the prior art of Whitehurst et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,733,485) does disclose a wholly-implantable medical or 
etectroporation device as indicated in the office action mailed August 2 2007 (also see Figures 3A and 4A and lines 43-50 of column 1 1 of 
Whitehurst et al).
